1S A CHANGE COMING IN 
THE BEEF INDUSTRY? 


Western cattle raisers ‘have paid 
Uncle Sam a sum bordering on $720,- 
000 since the new tariff became effec- 
ttive on ‘September 21. This amount 
was collected through the 114 cents 
per pound duty, paid on 60,000 head of 
Canadian cattle shipped across in the 
past three months. Will this amount 
deducted from the cost of shipping to 
Great Britain enablé the producer to 
reap any greater returns by sending 
to that market? If it will, then it is 
likely that a healthy export trade 
‘will develop now the embargo is re- 
moved. There will be a difference 
between the British trade and the U. 
G. trade, however, that needs to be 
kept in mind. The British stock feed- 
er has not the large supplies of cheap 
corn and rough fodder that the U. S. 
feeder uses so liberally, he depends 
more upon oats and barley and sup- 
lies of commercial feed such as oil- 
cake, with roots as the chief rough- 
age. He wants, ‘therefore, an animal 
of Jarger growth and nearer market 
condition than the U.S. feeder usually 
buys. Another ‘big consideration, in 
the case of stock sent over is the 
cost of shipping space. This fs sold 
generally at a stated rate ‘per head 
as are several other expenses connect- 
ed with the export trade, naturally 
then the heavier the animal the less 
expense there will ‘be per pound. We 
are informed that British cattle trad- 
ers are coming over shortly ‘to buy 
Canadian store cattle and that they 
will supply full, information as to tthe 
grades of cattle wanted. To meet 


‘their demands may necessitate a 


change in present methods of grow- 
ing out the young stock. It may 
even require extensive adoption of 
winter feeding but the present condi- 
tion of the beef raising industry is 
such that a change of some kind is 
due in any case, and a move _ tthat 
leads to a greater consumption of 
fodder crops and coarse grains on 
the farm is pretty certain to be, in 
the right direction. Beef, milk and 
bacon cost more to produce but they 
avill sell for more money and increase 
instead of decrease, the value of the 
farm from which they come.

OLEOMARGARINE VOTE 
SHOULD BE CONDEMNED 


Central and Northern Alberta are 
noted as mixed farming sections of 
our province, and without doubt the 
strongest factor as a money-maker 
and mortgage-lifter is the dairying in- 
dustry. 
| Although we have a farmer govern- 
ment, a government that should 
above all things stand shoulder to 
shoulder behind the farmer and the 
dairying industry, the greatest blow 
ever administered to this industry 
was given when the majority vote 
‘was passed favoring the manufacture 
and importation of oleomargarine into 
Canada without payment of duty on 
the manufactured article or on the 
raw traaterials which are used in the 
production of the substitute. 

The strongest argument mused in 
favor of this substitute was that it 
was good food for the poor, who could 
not afford to buy butter, and was 
practically as good as butter as a 
body builder. 

One of the most convincing tests 
made with oleomargarine as a sub- 
stitute for butter, was carried on at 
the Jewish orphanage at Rochester, 
N.Y., where in 1917 it was dedided to 
change from butter to oleomargarine 
for six months, but at the end of that 
period butter was again supplied. 

, Seven children, whose average age 
was 11 years, were fed on a uniform 
diet, except that butter was fed them 
jn the first six-month period and then 


replaced ‘by oleomargarine the second 


six-month period. During the third 
six-month period butter was again 
furnished; otherwise ithe diet remain- 
ed the same. 

The average gain made by each 
child in the first period with» butter 
was 6.32 pounds. During the second 
period, ‘with oleomargarine, there 
was no gain but an average loss of 
1.386 pounds. With butter restored 
for the third period there was a gain 
of 8.412 pounds. Oleomargarine may 
looke ‘like ‘butter, it may taste almost 
like butter—but it is a substitute at 
best. Growing children lose weight 
on it instead of the natural increase 
that might be expected. , 

Why should the health of a nation 
be imperiled by the use of an 
article that is in competition with 
one of the products of the country—a 
product that is mourishing and 
palatable? 

Of course, tthe provincial govern- 
ment have no power to allow oleo- 
margarine in duty free, but their 
vote strengthens the hands of the 
Liberal government at’ Ottawa, which 
favors protection to the manufac- 
turers of the east to ‘the detriment 
of the west, while it favors free trade 
where it will benefit the east to the 
detriment of western trade.

The city has avoided 
capital investment for a municipal 
abattoir. That it fs fulfilling its pur- 
pose, is evidenced by the year’s work: 
Animals slaughtered, 3,558; meat 
condemned as unfit, 4,645 pounds.

FIRST GANADA GATTLE 


Many Buyere Meet Ship; Sell Hun. 
dred Head in Twenty-five Minutes 


Ottawa, April 7—The first ship- 
ments of Canadian stocker cattle to 
Great Britain realized high prices, ac- 
cording to cables received at the de- 
partment of agriculture from Duncan 
Marshal, commissioner of agricul- 
ture, who met the first shipment at 
Glasgow. 

The Canadian cattle were met by 
a large crowd of buyers and at the 
Merktands sale the first hundred head 
found buyers in 25 minutes: and 221 
head were sold in one hour and twen- 
ty minutes. Prices ranged from £41 
each for four head, to £30, 7s average 
for 40 head. A lot Of 100 steers aver- 
aged 13 1-6 cents a pound; 80 steers 
from the United Grain Growers, 12 
3-5 cents a pound, and 40 from ‘the 
Harris shipment, 134% cents a pound. 

Quotations at Toronto yesterday for 
stocker cattle ranged from 6% to 7% 
cents a pound and top price fat cattte 
brought 8 cents. The cost of shipping 
the cattle to Britain, including rail- 
way transportation in Canada, would 
average about $45 a head, leaving a 
rough average price ‘a ‘head for 1,000 
pound steers of $100 to the shipper 
from Canada.

After Much Intelligent Effort in. Re- 
juvenation of Dairying in.Province, 
Members Take Remarkable Stand 
—Only Four U.FA. Men Favor 
Abolishing Substitute.

It is,somewhat surprising to learn 
that after the members of the provin- 
cial house has listened \to the budget 
speech of the premier, in which he 
‘commented on the large increase in 
the ‘butter production of the province 
and the necessity of finding a market 
for our yearly. increasing surplus, that 
the members, and the premier him- 
self, voted down a motion which was 
presented asking that the Dominion 
government sbould prohibit the sale 
of the butter-substitute in Canada.

Until there is free trade; until the 
farmers of Alberta get the benefits 
which ‘they believe that condition 
would bring them—iwhy do they want 
to handicap themselves by inviting 
uzfair competition against one of 
their own products?

VEGETABLES SOLD BY 
WEIGHT AND GRADE 


Patrons of grocery stores will prob- 
ably have observed displayed in the 
stores a sign reading “Vegetables Sold 
Only by Weight and Grade—The Root 
Vegetables Act, 1922.” Those who 
have made purchases of vegetables 
since this card has been displayed 
will ‘have learned that these products 
are no longer sold by measure and 
without reference to grade, as thas 
been the custom in the past. 

For the information of readers of 
this paper, it is pointed out that the 
vegetables that have to be sold ‘by 
weight are potatoes, onions, artichok- 
es, beets, carrots, turnips and pars- 
nips. When any of these are sold with 
the top leaves stilk attached, they 
are excluded from the operation § of 
the adt. Other exceptions include 
‘potatoes sold in closed barrels, new 
‘potatoes shipped between the ist of 
June and the end of September, and 
seed potatoes. The act also regulat- 
es the marking and packing as well 
as the size of the potato barrel. 

The Act governing these regulations 
is administered by the Fruit Branch 
of the Dominion Department of Agri- 
culture, Oittawa, and copies of it may 
tbe obtained from the Publications 
Branch of that Department.

WHY FARMER 
GOVERNMENT 1S 
“FALLING DOWN 


Comparison of Salaries in 1919 and: 


1923 Are Given in Table 


Edmonton, April 3.—It is no official 
secret that when W. M. Davidison, In- 
dependent member for Calgury, and 
Mrs. Nellie McClung, one of the Lib- 
eral members for Edmonton, advocait- 
ed during the contributions to the 
budget debate last week a deep slash- 
ing of the legislative {indemnity of 
$2,000, ‘they ‘treaded on deliaagte 
ground. Open charges have been 
made by some of the members. that 
these speakers “broke faith” in re- 
gard to the “understanding” on the 
question of indemnities. It fs rumor- 
ed that amongst a large number ‘of 
tthe members there was some sort of 
an informal agreement that the out- 
side clamor for a ‘reduction in the 
sessional indemnities would not ‘be 
mentioned in the thouse this year with 
any degree of indefiniteness. 

The estimates themselves, as 
tabled by-the premier, revealed no 
reduction. The  premier’s budget 
spéech barely touched on the ques- 
tion of indemnities, hinting ‘that 1924 
would bevan opportune time to dis- 
cuss decreases. On the heels of this 
auspicious ~introduction came the 
bombshell suggestion of Mr. David- 
son ‘that-the indemnity ibe slashed to 
$1,500 this year. 

It is interesting to compare the in- 
demnity cost of $122,000 this year 
with ithe $88,000 voted in 1919, andin 
many otlrer respects the government 
shlary figures of 1919 were meagre as 
compared with the high level renum- 
erations of 19'22 and 1923. -Mins. Mc- 
Clung touched on this -subject last 
week, claiming that all provincial 
salaries over $3,000 ought to ‘be great- 
ly decreazed in the public interest at 
this time. In ‘this connection the 
comparison of the 1923 estimates with 
those of 1919 reveal rather staggering 
advances in nearly all cases, and it 
cannot be disputed ‘that tthe 1919 
scale was fairly generous. As shown 
in a return to the legislature some 
time ago 185 employees of 'the prov- 
ince whose salaries are over $2,400 


per year draw down a total of over 

$500,000, and generally speaking, 

this aggregate has -Scarcely been 
touched by the 1923 redudtions. 
Comparison of Salaries 

The following comparison of 1919 

salaries with those of 1923, as shown 


in the estimates, while not including 
all government services, such as the 
university, telephone and other de- 
partments, suffices for an example of 
how in most cases all revision has 


been upward in spite of increasing 
budget deficits.

B.C, POULTRY EXCHANGE 


The British Columbia Poultrymen i 


' Bxchange is now handling the pro- 
duct from over three hundred thous- 
i and hens, and in addition to supplying 
‘local trade in Vancouver, Victoria 
| and provincial inland points, is ship- 
| ping from ‘two to three cars east every 
week. This organization of produc- 


ers ‘is an outstanding example of 
successful co-operation. 
Each producer member is_ inter- 


| ested in the “exchange” to the extent 
of the number of hens he owns. 
The exchange is well managed. All 


eggs are graded and sold on grade.’ 


The candlers employed are efficient, 
and turning out onan average 25 cas- 
es of eggs per day graded according 
to the Canadian Standards ‘for Eggs. 

The “B.C. Maid Bgg” is now in ‘le- 
mand by prairie province and the 
more eastern trade, and the carlot 
movement ‘has developed rapidly. 
Locally business is inereasing ‘by 
leaps and bounds, and “B. C. Maid 
Bggs” are now being pushed by re- 
tailers who have found that selling 
graded eggs means more and better 
‘business. 

Three years ago the British Colum- 
bia Co-operative Dxchange had a 
“membership” of 40.thousand hens. 
; Today new contracts are arriving on 
‘every mail and the product is being 
handled of over 300 thousand hens. 

Not content to rest on present laur- 
els, and the successful shipment of 
thirty cars out of the province since 
January lst,.the management of the 
“Exchange” ‘anticipates making a 
trial shipment to the British market, 
Several lines of steamships are now 
competing for trade from Vancouver 
to Great Britain, ‘with refrigerator 
service for perishable products. 

The slogan of the “Exchange” at 
the’ present time is 500,000 hens by 
the end of the year, and present indi- 
cations point to a mater{alization of 
this, and algo the establishing of a 
permanent place for the “B. C. Maid 
Egg” on the markets of Canada and 
Great Britain.
